/EARTHQUAKE WIPES

OUTTALIAN TOWNS;

Scores of LiYes Reported Lost
in Selsmic Disturbance in
Northern Region

SHOCK EXTENDS ALONG
100 MILES OF COAST

Panic in Stricken Districts and
Communication Inter-
rupted

By the Associnted Press

Rome, Sept. 8, —Scores of lives are
believed to have been lost in the distriet
north of Florence, which was severely
shaken' by an earthquake yestorday
morning. As reports from the stricken
region come in over faltering telegraph
nnd telephone lines, the extent of the
::]Iunter seems to be growing and there
is a possibility the damnge done may be
much more serious than was at frst be-
leved,

The territory violently disturbed
seems to be lozengo-shaped, with Flor-
ence at the southern ppex and Modena
at the northern end. It extends mlong
the Etrurian coast and runs over the
Apennine eastward for upward of 100
miles, In this distriet there are many
populous towns, and no tiding have
as yet been received from many o
them. There is every indication that
the shock was a severs one, and reports
from cities in the earthquake zone show
that buildings erumbled beneath the
strain of the convulsion of the earth.
